Spoke on the 12th December, with the brig 
Minerva, 60 days from Rochell—informed, that 
the French had had two fevere engagements ; 
had taken Bois-le-Duc, Cologne, on the Rhine, 
and other ftrong places; and had put to death 
3000 French emigrants.

oticers, and part of the crew, including 25 in 
nuaber, deferted the fhip, and that they after- 
wards during the remaining part of the day kept 
ata diftance from her, in the long boat unul 
the evening of the fame, at which time fhe was 
feen in a flame of fire. Next morning they were 
picked up by an Englith thip, from Liverpool, 
whieh carried them faie ihto Cadiz. 

They are forry to add, that they believe the 
greater part, if not all, of the reft of the crew 
left on board, have fallen viétims to the flames.

A treaty is concluded between the United 
States and the Indians of the Six Nations.—A 
gentleman who left the place of treaty fince the 
conclufion, has favoredigms with a copy of the 
principal articles of it: "viz. 

The United States relinquish all claim to the 
lands known by the Oneida, Onondago and Cay- 
uga refervations, and a tract of country bourd- 
ed as follows——beginaing at the North-Weit cor- 
ner of atraét of land fold by the Six Nations to 
Phelps and Gorham; thence weftwardly along 
the fouth fhore of Lake Ontario, to Johnfon’s 
landing plage; thence fouthwardly up a creck 
which empziies into the Bud lake at that place; to 
the main fork ; thence a’ itraight line to the main 
fork of Stedman’s creek, Which empties into Ni- 
agara river, above fort Slufher; thence down 
faid creek to faid river; thence along {aid river 
to the fouth thore of Lake Erie, to the north-eait, 
corner of a traét of land folby the United States 
to the fate of Pennfylvaniag™ thence along the 
eaftern boundary of faid tra, fouth to the north 
line of Pennfylvania; thence eait to the fouth 
weft corner of Phelps and Gorham’s tract ; thence 
northwardly along the weitern boundary of Phelps 
and Gorham’s traét to the place of beginning. 

The United States agree to pay the Six Na- 
tions an annuity forever of 4.500 dollars, and 
to deliver to them at this treaty 10,000 dollars 
worth of goods. 

In confideration of which, the Six Nations re- 
inquihh their claims to all other lands, (within 
the Uilited States) to the United States, and al- 
fo grant the privilege of a waggon road from 
fort Slufher to Lake Erie, and the privilege of 
landing boats or veffels in any of the creeks or 
harbours within their country.
